FOR BORDER WORK. 

When President Wilson called out the national 
guard he gave the impression that there was imme- 
diate dangef of conflict That the president really 
believed such to be the case may be inferred to be 
drawn from the fact that he overruled the plan of 
the general etaff to have the troops trained and 
equipped et army posts and instead rushed them un- 
trained and unequipped to the border. 

Months have gone by and the only question at 
issue between this country and Mexico appears to be 
the extent of our backdown—the date of Pershing’s 
Yet no Mmit is placed upon the time the 
guardsmen are to be held in service. They remain 
on the border, receiving such partial training as can 
be given them under unfavorable conditions. 

With no military crisis visible, the guardsmen are 
becoming anxious to return to their jobs, and this, 
despite the alurs of those who have given up neither 
the income nor the comforts of home, is becoming a 


matter of growing seriousness. 
Thousands of homes all over the north are doing 


Without many comforts. Thousands of young men 


are wondering how they will recume their interrupt- 


ed civil pursuits. Millions of citizens in and out of 


the army are beginning to philosophize about the 
penalties of patriotism. , 

It may well be that, hampered by Wasbirgton 
instructions, the regular army at its present size 


cannot defend the Mexican border from marauders. 


It may de that to maintain the policy of “ watchful 
waiting” 100,000 men are needed on the Mevican 
border. It 80, these men should be hired for that duty 
with a clear understanding of the duty required and 
the remuneration to be received. This may be an 
acknowledgment that the Hay bill was faulty legis 
lation, but that fact can no longer be concealed. 

The time has come for the immediate increase of 
the regular army. The retention of the nations 
guard on the Mexican border to do watchmen’s duty, 
practically without pay, is ruining thousands upon 
thousands of young men. It will lead to the disinte- 
gration of the national guard, because men cannot 
afford to be members of that organization at such 


sacrifice. 


With the national guard destroyed the country 
will be deprived of such partial means of defense as 
it has hitherto enjoyed and our condition will pass 
from precarious to desperate. 

Congress should not fai] to act upon this military 
crisis before adjournment. 

In view of the fact that congress is dominated by 
the south and that the southern states are not fur- 
nishing the troops for border duty, the initiative in 
this matter might well come from the minority.

granddaughter of the late Earl of Den- 
bigh, while her father’s elder brother is 
Sir Humphrey de Trafford, head of one 
of the oldest houses in the United King- 
dom. 

The bridegroom’s American blood 
comes to him through his mother, who 
was Miss Anita Murphy of San Fran- 
cisco, sister of Daniel Murphy of that 
city and daughter of the late Daniel T. 
Murphy, a leading merchant of Califor- 
nia, who received a marquisate from the 
papacy. 

Edric Wolseley has made frequent and 
prolonged stays in the United States, 
mostly on the Pacific coast, with rela- 
tives of his mother. He is the eldest 
son and heir to the baronetcy and es- 
tates of Sir Charles Michael Wolseley, 
head of the entire house of Wolseley, 
and to which Sir Capel Wolseley and the 
Viscountess Wolseley, only daughter 
and heiress to the honors of the late 
Field Marshal Wolseley, also belong. 
Sir Charles can show the inheritance 


of his present estates, including Wolse- . 


ley hall, in Staffordshire, in an unbroken 
male line for a period long anterior to 
the Norman conquest. In fact, the es- 
tates have never left the possession of 
the Wolseley family since they were be- 


stowed, according to historie records, by 


King Edgar, upon a certain Siwardus 
for his services in connection with the 
extermination of the wolves in England. 

It is on this account that a wolf's 
head figures on the armorial bearings 
of the Wolseleys and that the wolf also 
appears in the family motto, which 18 
„Homo homini lupus [Man is a wolf 
to his fellow man], a singularly appro- 
priate motto fot à family which has 
furnished so many soldiers to the state 
as the Wolseleys. 

The name of the land granted by King 
Edgar to Siwardus, the founder of the 
family, was Wiselel, and in consequence 
thereof, the grantee styled himself Si- 
wardus of Wiselei, which in course of 
time became corrupted into Wolseley. 
In the reign of Edward IV., the owner 
of the Wolseley property in Stafford- 
shire caused a portion of his lands 
there to be inclosed for use as a deer 


park. 
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Sir Charles, who is a Roman holie, 
escent 


son of Edward III. He was educated 
at the Roman Catholic college of Oscott, 
and afterwards went to Oxford, whence 
he entered the army as a Lancer officer, 
distinguishing himself in the Afghan 
war under Lord Roberts, in 1879. 

As for young Edric Wolseley's bride, 
her family, that of the De Traffords, ri- 
vals the Wolseleys in antiquity. For its 
head, her uncle Sir Humphrey. is twen- 
ty-ninth in uninterrupted line of male 
descent from the founder of his house, 
Randulphus de Trafford, whose name 
figures in ancient records still extant as 
having flourished in the reign of King 
Canute, the Dane, and as having died 
about twenty years before the Norman 
conquest, nine centuries ago. 

His son, Robert de Trafford, figured 
at the court of King Edward the Con- 
fessor, and according to tradition, hid 
all his money, jewels, and other valu- 
ables under the floor of a barn at Traf- 
ford, when the Norman conquerors in-

suspicion from the hiding place, he set 
his men ‘o thrashing corn on the floor 
of the barn, beneath which his valuables’ 
were hidden.

From that time until about twenty 
years ago the Traffords made their home 
at Trafford park, in Lancashire, a grand 
old place, standing in a magnificent 
park, with a frontage of about three 
miles on the Manchester ship canal. 
One of the features of Trafford park 
at the time of its sale by Sir Humphrey 
to the Hooley & Rucker Cycle syndicate 
was its clock tower, or rather the clock 
itself, which had this peculiarity: that 
when all the other clocks in Manchester, 
near by, were striking one, it would 
strike thirteen. It seems that one day 
the father of Sir Humphrey noted that 
the haymakers were still idling over 
their midday meal at 1:15. They de- 
clared that they had not heard the clock 
strike. The old baronet retorted that 
they should not have any excuss of this 
character in future, and from the fol- 
lowing day forth the close of the din- 


ner hour in the middle of the day was 


announced by thirteen strokes of the 
clock.

BURVED IN WAREHOUSE. 
Chicago, Aug. 14.—[To the Friend of 
the Insured.)—I have a fire insurance 
policy on household goods which was 
originally written in Chicago. I have 
moved several times, the company being 
duly notified each time, except the last, 
several months ago, when the goods were 
placed in a storage warehouse in Thdian- 
apolis; Ind. The warehouse burned down 
and my goods were totally destroyed. 
Can the company refuse payment on the 
ground that as its permission had not 
been obtained the policy did not cover 
the goods while in the warehouse, or 
can they only scale down the face value 
of the policy [$1,000] in proportion to 
the higher premium Which might be due 
on goods in a storage warehouse? A 
claim was put In about two weeks ago, 
but I have not received any reply as 
yet. The company’s headquarters are 
in Indianapolis, FRANK THALE. 
Tt i@ altogether Ifkely that your policy 
Insured your household goods only in the 
place described in the last removal permit. 
Is is a universal practice to restrict fire 
insurance on household goods to a desig- 
mated place by using the words “ while 
contained in’’ the premises described in 
the policy. When insured property is re- 
moved from the place described it goes out 
from under the protection of the policy un- 
lesa a removal permit or indorsement is at- 
tached to the instrument, ‘ 
If by chance ycur policy does not limit 
the insurance to a specific location you may 
still de unable to recover for your loss. 
The standard policy provides that the insur- 
ance shall cease if the hazard be Increased 
by any means within the control or knowl- 
edge of the insured, and the fact that the 
premium was higher in the warehouse indi- 
cates, that the hazard there was greater 
than in the location indicated in the policy. 
There is no scaling down of fire insurance 
policies to take care of increased hazard. 
An increase of hazard without the consent 
of the insurance company invalidates the 
insurance.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 4—[Special.] 
~The insurgent movement, led by Sen- 
ator Underwood of Alabama, against the 
Democratic caucus agreement on the 
emergency revenue bill was defeated 
decisively this afternoon, when the sen- 
ate voted, 43 to 7, to sustain the finance 
committee's amendment to the dyestuffs 
tariff. 

Regular Democrats and all the 
Republicans united in rolling up the 
overwhelming majority against the re- 
volt. The seven senators, all Demo- 


50 crats, voting against the committee 


amendment, were Bankhead of Ala- 
bama, Bryan of Florida, Lane of Ore- 
gon, Reed of Missouri, Underwood of 
Alabama, Overman of North Carolina, 
and Vardaman of Mississippi. 


Underwood in Final Attack. 

The vote was preceded by a vigorous 
assault by Senator Underwood against 
the dyestuffs tariff, which he denounced 
as contrary to Democratic principles. 
Senators Hughes of New Jersey and 
Stone of Missouri defended the proposed 
tariff in order to build up American 
competition to German dyestuffs after 
the war. 

The people of the United States.“ 
said Senator Underwood, “ repudiated 
the Republican party in 1910 and sent a 
Democratic house here, and you on the 
Republican side of this chamber know 
the reason why they did it. It was be- 
cause you promised a revision of the 
tariff downward in 1908. But what did 
you do? You revised it upward, in- 
stead, and increased the burden of tax- 
ation on the people. Have you forgot- 
ten the lesson taught you then? If no 
one else reminds the people of that fact, 
I shall do so. 


Surrender of Principles. 

“When my Democratic colleagues 
wrote this dyestuffs schedule they 
burned their bridges behind thém. I 
do not believe they did it because they 
believed. in it as a principle, but be- 
cause they were yielding to temporary 
pressure. Any party which surrenders 
fundamental principles to the exigen- 

oles of the hour is courting defeat. 
“This schedule deliberately proposes 
to give special interests between $2,000,- 
000 and $3,000,000 a year. You will not 
have any revenue from the dyestuffs 
schedule after it passes. The present 
law was raising $2,000,000 annually 
from that schedule before the war.
